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History of the Town of Burnham 


EXCERPTS FROM PREVIOUS TOWN CLERK RECORDS 


In 1845 Burnham was credited with one store with a 
capital of $3,000.00, one tannery, two saw mills, one grist 
mill and seven schools, with 266 scholars. The postmaster 
at that time was D. L. Millken whose salary amounted to 
$15.00 a year. 


Total assessed from the liability due and the debt owing 
from that part of Clinton Gore which was annexed to the 
Town of Benton on the 26th day of February 1873 was 
$1,200.00 plus 33 polls @ $3.00 each and 4 1/10 cents on 
the dollar. The amount of valuation $27,052.00, leaving 
$8.16 for the overlay. Largest tax payer was Isaac C. 
Libby, total tax of $114.07. 


From 1882 Tax Book —School District No. 10. 


Rufus Gilmore’s, valuation taxed included $500.00 per- 


sonal property for cash on hand and money at interest in 
excess of debts. Elisha Murray, valuation taxed included 
$840.00 Cash on hand. Charles E. Sherman valuation $1, 
200.00 (same as above.) 


Maine Central R. R. Co. real estate was $72.00. Total 
assessed was $974.48 for purpose of building a School 
House. Tax Book signed by only one assessor, H. E. Twit- 
chell. 


1883-1884 — Town receiving rent from Emery Whitten 
for the store in town hall. 
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1887 — August 18. Town borrowed from Hiram Burdeen 
$0900.00 for the Eelweir Bridge. All notes bearing 4% in- 
terest.

When a few of our present Burnham citizens were young 
boys, they remember the first cattle barn located near the 
railroad tracks in back of Ernest Miles home. 


The old Post Office building which partially burned in 
April of 1962 was formerly located on the present wharf 
which leads to the Maine Stockyards. Thiis building was 
the first railroad station. 


Following from the 1920 daily paper; There is no town 
in Waldo County so familiar to the traveling public as Burn- 
ham, for it is the junction of the Main Central Railroad 
and Belfast & Moosehead Lake Railroad. This well known 
town was first called 25 mile Pond Plantaticn and is in the 
extreme northern part of the County. Altho few industries, 
Burnham is strictly a farming town and unlike many of the 
other towns in the County has held its population well. 
About 1850 the populations of the towns in the County was 
at its hightest. In 1840 the census credited Burnham with 
a population of 609 and in 1920 there were 643; So it is 
about the only County Town showing growth in population 
during that eighty year period. 


Among the first settlers in the Western Part of the Town 
were Eben Berry and his two brothers, Samuel and Joseph 
who came from Secarboro. All cleared farms on the banks 
of 25 Mile Straem. Eben built the first bridge over the 
Sebasticook at what is now Burnham Village. 


Some sixty years ago (1860) a Doctor Dyer began the 
manufacture of pills which he sold locally, but their fame 
extended into the surrounding towns and the business of 
manufacturing them grew to such proportion that it be- 
came quite an industry. 
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With the building of the B. & M.L.R.R. Burnham became 
a Junction of that, and the Maine Central, and when travel 
was confined to railroads, the night trains from Boston and 
Portland left passengers there who waited for the morning 
train to Belfast. They spent what was left of the night at 
Hart’s Hotel, which was popular in its time. They were 
assured a good bed and breakfast. After the burning of 
this hotel passengers were ogliged to seek lodging at private 
houses or spend weary hours in the depot waiting for the 
morning train. 


A few of Burnham’s past prominent citizens, Rufus Gil- 
more — set up business in the old store in the Town Hall. 
Later bought out N. E. Murray and moved over the Seb- 
asticook River, where he was in business for about forty 
years. Served as Selectman and Postmaster, was a leading 
merchant. Passed away in his 101st year. 


Charles E. Libby —owned with a brother the old Libby 
Farm which has served as the feeding and shipping center 
of livestock intended for the Brighton Markets. He was 
appointed Postmaster of The Town of Burnham in 1903 
and served for a period of ten years, succeeding N. E. 
Murray, one of the towns most prominent citizens, was 
Moderator at Town Meetings for 15 consecutive years. 


Wilton L. Shaw — Large dealer in hay and large Real 
Estate owner. Also dealt extensively in horses.

It is with pleasure that we submit this annual report, 
eighty-eighth written, for the taxpayers and citizens of 
Burnham. 


As the year passed we find that certain able-bodied Vet- 
erans are the greatest headache of the taxpayer. Being a 
Veteran has its advantages, however the attitude that these 
persons take such as the Town or Government owes them a 
living is correct in one sense of the word, the only true fact 
is you have to work to get your living. Whether we have a 
steady job inside or one outside where it was Forty below 
zero, the thought that we as a tax payer is supporting this 
other element makes our blood curdle or boil. The State or 
Government intends to support the disabled Veterans, a 
Town has no liability even a hospital, case as Togus is the 
password. Veterans lets find a job, then keep it. . .other- 
wise hands off the Town orders. Failure to agree to this 
will get yourself a non-support warrent. The Town nor 
the Selectmen are running an employment agency. “spong- 
ing” according to WEBSTERS dictionary means “living 
upon others’. This cannot be tolerated. Earn your own 
living... 


As the books closed on Feb. 1, we were barely able to re- 
pay the final temporary loan to Federal Trust Co. This 
was due to the following; more outstanding taxes than 
previous year, less excise tax money, heavier fire protection 


coast and additional purchases charged to Incidental ac- 
count. 
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As the Incidental account is the last account which comes 
from the Excise Tax account, this can be very uncertain. 
The previous year $2,642.44 was left for Incidental, how- 
ever the present year nearly $1,400 less, this coupled with: 
purchase of Bush sprayer @$254.00; Filling in of the Rey- 
nolds Corner school ground @$401.79; Legal services of 
nearly $300.00; Filling in Dunbar Lot @$276.93 ; Constable 
services $350.00; A Veteran in jail, Town spent $195.58 on 
the son for hospital services. A complaint to Augusta Ap- 
proximately $300.00 had to be expended to meet fire safety 
relugations at the hall namely, 4 Fire extingushers, emerge- 
ney upstairs hall light, installing of an outside fuel tank all 
added greatly to a ‘heavy overdraft, an extra ballot clerk 
payroll, and Treasurer checking account monthly service 
charge all added as additional items than the previous year. 
In fairness to the voters of Burnham, and relieving the long 
line of citizens who wait to vote, especially the last hour on 
Town meeting mornings we purchased a set of three ad- 
ditional voting booths. 


Altho the Town will be reimbursed $1,033.35 by the State 
of Maine this coming Summer for the 1961-1962 loss of 
resident Exempt Veterans taxes and also $534.38 from 
other sources for services rendered making a total of $1, 
567.73 we recommend that no account come from the Gener- 
al Fund this year. We have been operating on a small 
overlay, also asking for what we earnestly believe is necess- 
ary to run the Town, whereby having little or no balances 
the General Fund should be allowed to accumulate. 

We are placing separate articles in the Town warrant to 
eliminate the heavier load in the Incidental Account, namely 
Fire protection and Constable services. Budget Committee 
recommended cutting down the Surplus Commodity appro- 
priation, this would make less Surplus Commodities for the 
coming year.

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Fire Chief's Report 


To the people of the Town of Burnham: 


I wish to make my report at this time about what has 
been accomplished by the Burnham Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment during the last year. 


To start with at a Special Town Meeting the Volunteer 
Fire Department attained another parcel of land to go along 
with the one which they already had. 


Last Spring a 1941 International Pumper Truck was 
acquired from the Town of Winterport by the Volunteer 
Fire Department. This pumper had a broken crankshaft 
in it. The motor was taken down and repaired by an outfit 
from Augusta. 


Then two of the Volunteer Firemen for two Saturday’s 
and two Sunday’s sanded and painted this truck. 


Also at this time the Civil Defense acquired an Inter- 
national Truck which is used in conjuntion with the Vol- 
eenter Fire Department. 


Then starting with the last Sunday in August and con- 
tinuing with every Sunday thereafter until December, some 
of the Vol. Firemen were at work on the new Fire Station. 
A concrete floor, 26 feet wide by 45 feet long was run. Then 
the old fire station was extended out to make more room 
for the fire trucks. 


In December a big wood furnace was bought out of 
Waterville and installed by us, so that the Fire Station has 
been heated all thru the Winter making it possible for the 
trucks to roll at all times. 
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During the Winter, schools on Forest Fighting have been 
held. Also meetings by The Vol. Fire Department have been 
held every other week so as to keep informed on what has 
gone on and what will be going on. 


Building a Fire Department is beyond the thought of 
many. Many long and hard hours ofhard work must be 
accomplished, also you must have men who are willing to 
work together for a public and patriotic cause. 


At this time I wish to thank all who have worked with 
me to make The Burnham Vol. Fire Department accomplish 
as much in one year as any other Fire Department in the 
state ever have I beleive. 


With more consideration and less fault finding from 
many of the people from our town I believe within a few 
years we could have a wonderful Fire Department here.

ANNUAL REPART OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES IN BURNHAM FOR THE YEAR 1962 


The Department of Health and Welfare, Division of Pub- 
lic Health Nursing, through the public health nurse as its 
representative, offered public health nursing to individuals 
and communities. This was done by teaching and guiding 
families during visits to their homes and encouraging them 
to assume responsibility for improved health habits. The 
nurse provided leadership to community groups in evaluat- 
ing health needs. She planned activities to meet these needs. 
Consulation services available within the Department of 
Health and Welfare and other agencies were also used to 
help strengthen and augment the community health pro- 
gram. 


Home visits have been made to all age groups to give 
health upesrvision and demonstrations. 


The nurse conducted child health conferences which 
were increased from a series of three a year to one each 
month. Medical examinations and immunization against 
diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, polio and smallpox 
were given to infants and pre-school children by Edmund 
N. Ervin, M.D. These conferences were well attended. 


The medical examination of school-age children was con- 
tinued under the sponsorship of the local Parents Club. 
Health records were kept on all students and are filed by 
school personnel. 


Individual hearing tests were given to all students with 
the Maico Audiometer. 
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Immunization clinics were held at the school. Students 
received immunization against diphtheria ,tetanus, polio 
and small pox. 


Your public health nurse extends her sincere appreciation 
to the local volunteers who gave generously of their time 
and service during the various health activities.

It is becoming more difficult each year to get teachers who 
will take rooms of more than one grade. 


You will notice from the table on compartive costs that 
the high school tuition is rising rapidly each year. This is 
due both to an increase in the number of students and to 
an increase in rates. The latest tuition bills show 25 
students at Maine Central Institute, 12 at Unity, 10 at 
Clinton, 1 at Erskine, and 1 at Hampden. The tuition rate 
at present at M.C.I. is $579.45, at Unity, $387.63, at Clin- 
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ton, $333.77, at Hampden, $410.98, and at Erskine, $363.09. 


Of the 49 students now in high school from Burnham, 
according to information available to me, only four are 
seniors. (Since there are 21 in the present elementary 
school 8th grade, the number of pupils in high school next 
year will doubtless be considerable larger. 


Salaries af elementary teachers are :Leola Mitchell $4,1 
00, Doris Cookson, $4,000; Frances Cookson, $3,900; Edith 
Mitchell, $3,900. These teachers are doing excellent work 
and every effort should be made to keep them in Burnham. 


School and town officials, teachers parents, and students 
have shown fine cooperation during the past year, and I ex- 
tend my thanks to all.

ASSETS .°. . . The general fund cash balance of 
$5,340.70 was on deposit in the Federal Trust Company, 
Waterville ,Maine at February 1, 1962. The bounty fund 
of $64.00 was on hand. 


Accounts receivable of $597.58 included for the most part 
reimbursable expenditures due from the State and other 
municipalities for care of poor. 


Taxes receivable totaling $3,844.49 consisted principally 
of current year accounts of $3,721.61. The remaining bal- 
ance of $122.88 was for unpaid taxes on the 1960 and 1956 
assessments. 
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Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$1,263.36 and $869.04 respectively 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS 
The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended bal- 
ance of $677.04, representing education and civil defense 
operating account balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year in accordance with legal requirements and/or custom- 
ary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $11,302.13, a 
decrease of $1,626.14 for the year. The change was oc- 
casioned for the most part by transfers to certain highway 
accounts, less the net unexpended departmental balance 
lepsed and a State reimbursement for veterans’ tax exemp- 
tions in the 1959 and 1960 years.

We are writing this letter to you with the hopes that you 
can help us in having an exit leading from Interstate 95 to 
Burnham and all of Waldo County. It would also lead into 
Cannaan, Skowhegan, etc. 


We have been told by the State Highway Commission in 
Augusta that this is on the Plans, but can be a reality only 
if much more traffic uses the road. Considering that Burn- 
ham has approximately two-thirds mile of the road from 
the present State Road here and the possible exit is 1.63 
miles from Burnham proper, the rest of the road is a 
liability of Pittsfield which has the remaining part before 
Clinton’s road reaches. As Pittsfield, Clinton has a liability 
in this road, it not only is three towns but also three counties. 
You no doubt realize that the Towns of Pittsfield and Clinton 
are both having exits. Due to this, Pittsfield is not in- 
terested in one which would lead into Burnham and twenty 
odd towns in Waldo County. 


We were told last month by the State Highway Com- 
mission that if traffic warrants it, by 1972, they would apply 
to the Bureau of Federal roads for an exit. 

It is of the utmost importance that we seek help from you 
to attempt to get funds which would be sufficient to rebuild 
this road so that more traffic would go over this road. It 
is a true fact that as this road leads to Canaan and Skow- 
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hegan, that people would use this above road if the road 
was rebuilt. In the Spring of the year it has in the past 
few years been impassable. This road should have been a 
State Aid road thirty years ago. 


_ We feel that the Town of Burnham, surrounding towns 
and the twenty-six towns of Waldo County have been slight- 
ed. In fact, petitions have been received from other towns 
which hope this exit will be a reality. 


We also have a furniture factory, which is less than a 
mile from this possible exit. Also the Cattle yard. Bread 
trucks and many vehicles would use this road but the con- 
dition is so bad that many had rather take a longer route. 
Hence, we wish to go full speed ahead in the hope that you 
will be able to help the above exit to be a reality. 


The Town of Pittsfield has not attempted to reconstruct 
much of this road. Probably their other roads nearer Pitts- 
field where more residents are, have been repaired when- 
ever they have funds. 


With this exit leading into so many towns, we are cer- 
tain this exit would handle more traffic than the Clinton 
exit. 


The State Highway Commission stated that they took the 
necessary funds from the State Highway funds and pur- 
chased land for this exit, but more traffic is a necessity 
before this can be a reality.

In further reply to your letter of November 20, we have reviewed with our 
field office in Maine the State's highway planning in the vicinity of Burnham 
about which the Selectmen of that town wrote you im letter of November 14. 

On the basis of existing amd future traffic needs of the area as established 
by the State's studies, we concur with the State's determination that there 
is not warrant for expenditure of public highway funds to provide interchange 
between Interstate Route 95 and Johnson Flat Road, a gravel road in very poor 
condition, as requested by the Selectmen. 


Interstate Route 95 is being constructed by the State through the vicinity of 
Burnham on new location generally parallel to State Rowte 100. Therefore, 
the existing road system remains to provide the same degree of traffic serv- 
ice to the area, and State Route 100 will continue to provide a high type 
primary highway connection between Burnham and the adjoining communities of 
Clinton and Pittsfield. Im each of these communities there is interchange 
with Interstate Route 95, these locations having been selected as best serv- 
ing the traffic needs of the area, Interstate traffic having origin or des- 
tination in Burnham is not required to travel any substantially greater 
distance by use of these interchanges than if the requested additional imter- 
change at Johnson Flat Road were provided. 


It is the prerogative of the State, under established procedures, to initiate 
any request for Federal aid for a highway improvement and to determine the 
design justified. We are informed that the Maine State Highway Coumission has 
indicated that it will give consideration to provision of interchange with 
Johnson Flat Road at Burnham in the future should increased traffic demands 
justify its need. 


We are glad to have looked into this matter, and if we may be of further 
assistance please let us know.

OFFICE OF THE SELEHECTMEN 
BURNHAM, MAINE 


It is a pleasure that we submit this annual report, eighty- 
ninth written, for the taxpayers and citizens of Burnham. 


Of the many items we wish to stress, we believe the fol- 
lowing are of the greatest importance. 


1. Johnson Flat exit. 


This is a possibility but is a tough aut to crack. There is 
much heresay on this, such as the Selectmen letting it slip 
thru their fingers, or one of the Maine Senators sent an aide 
to each Town offering them an exit. This is all bunk and 
unfounded. A year ago, all Selectmen from Burnham, Clin- 
ton and Pittsfield met with the State Highway Commission 
at Pittsfield. At that time it was stated and still is a possi- 
bility that an exit leading into Burnham will be a reality. 
However, we were told that more traffic will need to use this 
Lullado road to make an exit justified. 


We also put up good arguments at Augusta with Senator 
Cole of Liberty and the State Highway Commission last 
summer. In fact, they told us that they went much further 
on this as they purchased the land where this exit would be 
from State Highway funds, this being the first time that 
they ever went this far when an exit is at the present time 
unjustified. 


We also stated at that meeting that all surrounding and 
Waldo County Towns wished this exit. Their answer to 
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this was to build the road leading to exit, then perhaps Pitts- 
field would rebuild theirs. (Some citizens have the idea that 
this exit would be in Burnham) the fact is this exit would 
be 1.65 miles from Burnham Village. This Town owns the 
first seven-eights of a mile of road and therefore this exit 
would be in Pittsfield. This was one of the things that the 
Highway Commission presented to us. 


They also stated that if Pittsfield and Burnham rebuild 
their road and more traffic warrants an exit by 1972, that 
the Highway Commission will present the facts to the 
Bureau of Public roads and ask for this exit. 


Another true statement --- the Highway Commission 
stated they knew we wished the exit, otherwise we would 
not have asked to meet with them at Augusta. One thing 
is for sure --- if this exit is possible we shall have it. 


2. SALARY OF CONSTABLES: 


The Town will have a hard time to have constables in the 
future if more money isn't raised. <A flat seventy five 
dollars was raised in 1963. As citizens look at the road- 
sides and the School grounds with trash, bottles and what 
have you, also the loveiness of the Town dump, etc. We 
can look back and see what even one constable would do 
365 days of the year with the 1963 appropriation in that 
account. 


3. TOWN ROADS AND TARRED ROADS: 


This situation is improving somewhat with the exception 
of the Morgan (Sidelinger road) In 1957-1958 when this 
road was rebuilt and tarred that administration evidently 
was of the impression the road didn’t need to be as wide. It 
has shown to be a complete failure and within a few years 
we recommend that it be rebuilt to at least 18’ in width. 


We strongly recommend that these next five years the 
sum of three thousand dollars should be raised annually for 
Town gravel roads. At the end of that period we should 
be able to cut the appropriation. 
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The tar situation is increasing alarmingly. Each year 
as Town Road Improvement is built and then tarred it is 
common sense that more money for tar is essential. We 
not only realize but know for a fact that an appropriation 
yearly, as of now, less than four thousand dollars will dam- 
age and hinder all merits that the Selectmen and Road Com- 
missioner have and can ever hope to realize in maintaining 
the tarred roads which are the liability of the Town of 
Burnham. 


4. TOWN Poor: 

A heavy Spring Committment in the account mostly 
caused by Burnham Paupers or Veterans living elsewheres 
was responsible for an overdraft in 1963. The past six 
months showed a brighter side as we were assured by Town 
Managers and Selectmen that non-support warrants would 
be issued on able-bodied persons. At this time we have two 
cases pending. 


5. AID DEPENDENT CHILDREN: 

This account shows an overdraft ptt a heavy list of per- 
sons were on this appropriation. As of this writing three 
families have been removed by the State, for the present at 
least. It looks as if anything less than $2,000.00 for the 
1964 appropriation, will show an overdraft as this can 
change greatly as it did in 1968. 


6. State Aid Road will again be placed on the Winnecook 
Road this year after a lapse of two years. 


7. The 1963 balance of the Fire Protection account shows 
the greatest in many years. 


8. It was our intentions to have the Town Beach last fall 
rid of weeds, etc. by bulldozer. We hope the citizens will 
bear with us so it can be a reality this fall season.

REPORT OF THE BURNHAM VOL. FIRE DEPT. 


Not so much has been accomplished in the past year as 
was expected but I will try to describe some of the things 
which we have done. 


We bought new siding for the fire station and installed it 
on three sides. The main door was lowered and a new lock 
was installed in same. 


New wiring was bought and part of the building has been 
newly wired. 


A three inch bushing was cut and installed in the line at 
the Burnham Manufacturing Co. Pump House. Out of this 
bushing is a Y containing two 214 inch lines, with these 
two lines we are in hopes of covering the center of Burnham 
in case of fire. 


Out of the $900 raised for hose last year we were able to 
buy 1,100 feet of 214 inch hose plus 1 214 inch Siamese 
Value. 


Dances have been run so as to try to raise money to buy 
articles for the fire department of which we need many. 


Projects which are planned for the coming year are the 
installation of one more overhead door in the fire station 
plus the finishing up of the front of the building also to do 
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the rest of the wiring and the painting of the finish boards 
on the outside. Also, a new covering for the roof if enough 
funds are available. 


I am happy to announce that during the year an in- 
surance plan has been furnished to the firemen by the 
County Commissioners which pays each individual fireman 
in preforming his duties in case of mishaps in the follow- 
ing provisions: 


Death of Disemburment $5,000.00 


Weekly Indemnity 
Total Disability $40.00 (104 weeks) 


Medical Expenses $2,500.00 


Articles most needed by the Fire Department at this time 
are some more 11% inch fire hose and rain coats, hats, and 
boots for the firemen. 


Some of the articles which we have bcught out of our 
own funds this year are (4) four portable flash light, 4 pr. 
insulated gloves; 1 battery charger; 1 coffee maker; 1 
chimney cleaner, and plus some other small articles. 


Fires which we have been called to in the past year are: 
2 grass fires, 2 woods fire, 4 house fires, 1 flooded oil burner, 
3 chimney fires and 1 out of town fire. 


At this time I wish to express my appreciation to all of 
those who have helped me in any way to build the Fire 
Department up to where it is today.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES IN BURNHAM IN THE YEAR 1963 


The public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, provided public health 
nursing services in the town of Burnham during the year 
1963. A summary of these services is presented as follows: 


The nurse organized and managed eleven child health 
conferences. Medical examinations and the necessary imm- 
unizations against diptheria, whooping cough, tetanus, polio 
and smallpox were offered to infants and preschool children 
by Edmund N. Ervin, M.D. 


The medical examinations of pupils in grades two, five, 
and seven, were given by the school physician Frank E. 
Hanscom, D.O., sponsored by the Burnham parents club. 
The official school health record of each pupil was written 
by the nurse. 


Individual hearing tests with the Beltone audiometer were 
given to all pupils. Those with apparent hearing difficulty 
were referred to their family physician for further evalu- 
ation. 


Alta Ashley, M.D., District III Health Officer, extended 
the study of tuberculosis skin testing to Burnham in co- 
operation with Frank Hanscom, D.O., school physician.

The public health nurse organized, managed, and assisted 
in the skin testing. Intrademal (skin) tuberculin tests 
were made on the arms of pupils in grades one and seven. 
No children showed any positive reaction. Prior to the 
tuberculin testing, “The Anatomy of Tuberculosis” film was 
presented to the pupils in grade seven and eight, by Mrs. 
Loring McFail, Director of Professional Education, Maine 
Tuberculosis and Health Association. 


The nurse visited the homes of persons of all ages, when 
requested by a physician, patient or family, town official, 
school personnel, social and Welfare agencies, to offer 
health supervision and demonstrate nursing care. The 
public health nurse assisted families to obtain help from the 
Division of Crippled Children Services, Pediatric, Cardiac, 
Hard of Hearing Clinics, and the Division of Eye Care and 
Special Services. 


The public health nurse has shared in planning and action 
with other workers in the fields of health, education, and 
welfare. This included physicians, hospitals, clinics, school 
persennel and citizen groups, which provided public health 
services to individuals, families, and community. 

The public health nurse extends her sincere appreciation 
to the volunteers in Burnham who gave time and service 
during the school activities.

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Dog Law 


All owners or keepers of dogs in the Town of Burnham 
are hereby reminded of their responsibility as stated in 
Chapter 100, Section 10, R.R. 1954 which reads in part 
as follows. 


On or before the 1st day of April of each year, the owner 
or keeper of any dog 4 month old or over shall apply to the 
city or town clerk either orally or in writing for a license 
for each such dog owned or kept by him. Such application 
shall state the breed, sex, color and markings of such dogs 
and the name and address of the last previous owner. 


A fee of $1.15 shall be paid the city or town clerk for 
each license issued on male dogs, and a fee of $5.15 shall 
be paid for all female dogs capable of bearing young. All 
female dogs shall be considered capable of producing young 
unless a certificate issued by any licensed veterinarian or 
any previous license record, is presented from a licensed 
veterinarian stating that such female was made incapable 
of bearing young by spaying by his. When such certificate 
accompanies the application, a fee of $1.15 shall then be 
paid on such spayed females. In addition to the amount 
paid for license and tags, each applicant shall pay the city 
or town clerk 25c for the recording and making a return 
to the commissioner of agriculture. 


Any person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog after 
the Ist day of April, not duly licensed as herein required, 
shall, within 10 days after he becomes the owner or keeper 
of said dog, cause said dog to be deserbied and licensed as 
provided above.

The total number of pupils registered in both schools is 
126, which is three less than last year at this time. 

The high school tuition cost increased over $7,000 from 
1963 to 1964 and is still on the increase. In 1960 the cost 
of high school tuition in Burnham was about $9,000 and 
this year it was over $26,000, so the major increase in 
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school appropriations is due to increased high school en- 
rollment and to increased rates of high school tuition. Pupils 
are attending various high schools as follows: 

Maine Central Institute 31; Clinton High School 6; Erskine 
Academy 1; Unity-Freedom High School 14. 


The tuition rate this year at M. C. I. is $575, at Clinton 
$315.58, at Unity $4380.86 and at Erskine $394.65. 

The total number of Burnham pupils in high school this 
year is 52, with a prospect of about 60 next year, since there 
are only nine seniors in the total. 


Last year at this time there was an unexpended balance 
in the school maintenance account of $3,348.63, which this 
year has been reduced to $52.84. This contributes sub- 
stantially to the increase in the school budget figures for 
this year. 


Salaires of elementary teachers are: John Knowlton 
$4,100; Doris Cookson $4,000; Francis Cookson $4,000 and 
Phyllis Wright $4,000. 


I appreciate the cooperation I have had from teachers, 
school committee, all school employees, town officials and 
citizens during the past year and sincerely hope that con- 
tinued progress may be realized for the school pupils of 
Burnham.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Burnham 
has been completed for the fiscal year enede February 1, 
19638. The audit consisted of an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and 
other municipal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net depart- 
mental overdraft lapsed amounted to $4,127.73, per the 
following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Overdrafts $5,080.10 
Unexpended Balances 952.37 
Net Overdraft $4,127.73 


An overdraft in the incidental account was the major 
factor contributing to the net departmental overdraft lapsed 
to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS .. .. The general cash balance of $306.46 
was on deposit in the Federal Trust Company, Waterville, 
Maine. The bounty fund of $13.50 was on hand. 
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Accounts receivable amounting to $499.04 was comprised 
of amounts due from the State for Highway expenditures 
and other municipalities for welfare. 


Taxes receivable totaling $4,937.47 consisted for the most 
part of current year accounts of $4,908.73. The remaining 
balance of $28.74 was for unpaid taxes on the 1961 commit- 
ment. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property totaled $1,166.83 
and $1,243.75 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS... The 
appropriation accounts showed an unexpended balance of 
$3,899.86 representing education and civil defense operating 
account balances which are carried forward to the ensuing 
year in accordance with legal requirements and/or custom- 
ary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $4,263.27, a 
decrease of $7,038.86 for the year. The charge was oc- 
casioned for the most part by the net departmental over- 
draft lapsed and transfers for current highway operations. 


TRUST FUNDS  . 2 .@ The trust fund *prineipais 
totaled $6,000.00 and unexpended income amounted to 
$566.34. The funds are invested in a U. S. Government |

DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS'7.. .. . The depart- 
mental operating accounts showed an increase of $6,314.94 
in funds raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding 
yera.

It is a pleasure that we submit this annual report, nine- 
tieth written, for the taxpayers and citizens of Burnham. 

Our Town books closed on February 1st with a treasurer 
balance of $2,006.18 greater than a year ago. If taxes 
weren’t slow coming in, this balance would have been 
much greater. 

One former Burnham resident, a school teacher is now 
receiving a higher pension due to Selectmen being able 
to find records when she taught in the 1897-1899 Burnham 
Free High School. The ability to get this information when 
requested has meant much to other teachers also. 

Late last spring and early summer we checked all cot- 
tages on Winnecook Lake. Adjustments were made in line 
with other property. 

Nine articles are to be voted this Town meeting by Aus 
tralian ballot. According to State law, this is legal on any 
appropriation of money by a written posted notice of a pub- 
lic Selectmen meeting, and a petition signed by citizens of 
our town, this having to be done at least seventeen days be- 
for Town Meeting. An explanation of these articles will be 
found elsewhere in this report .I[f you weren’t at the public 
meeting held on Feb. 9th, and do not understand any article 
please consult the following page. You will receive a ballot 
consisting of these nine articles, besides a separate ballot 
for candidates at the Town Meeting.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES IN BURNHAM IN THE YEAR 1964 


The public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, provided public health 
nursing services to the town of Burnham during the year 
1964. A summary of these services is presented as follows: 


The nurse organized and managed nine child health con- 
ferences, with the help of local volunteers. Health teach 
ing and counseling were offered to parents. Medical ex- 
aminations and the necessary immunizations against diph- 
theria, whooping cough, tetanus, polio and smallpox were 
offered to infants and preschool age children by Edmund 
N. Ervin, M.D. 


The medical examination of pupils in grades two, five, 
and seven were given by the school physician Frank E. 
Hanscom, D.O. sponsored by the Burnham parents club. 
Those with apparent medical problems were referred to 
their family physician for further evaluation. The official 
school health record of each pupil was written by the nurse. 


One immunization clinic was held at each school. Pupils 
received immunizations against diphtheria, tetanus, polio 
and smallpox. 


Alta Ashley, M.D., District 1II Health Officer, offered the 
program of tuberculosis skin testing in the schools, to grades 
one and seven, in cooperation with Frank Hanscom, D.O., 
school physician. The public health nurse organized, ma- 
naged, and assisted in the skin testing with the help of local 
volunteers. No children showed a reaction to the test. 
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Individual hearing tests with the Beltone audiometer were 
given to pupils in grade one. Those with apparent hearing 
difficulty were referred to their family physician for futher 
evaluation. 


The nurse visited the homes of persons of all ages when 
requested by a physician, patient or family, town official, 
school personnel, social and welfare agencies, to offer health 
supervision, demonstrate and give nursing care under writ- 
ten orders from the attending physician. 


The public health nurse has served as a liaison to other 
divisions in the Department of Health and Welfare and 
other agencies, and assisted families to obtain help with 
special health problems. 


Planning and acting to meet health needs in the com- 
munity has been shared with other workers in the fields of 
health, education, and welfare, as well as with citizens 
groups. 


The public health nurse extends her sincere appreciation 
to the volunteers in Burnham who gave time and service 
during the health activities.

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Dog Law 


All owners or keepers of dogs in the Town of Burnham 
are hereby reminded of their responsibility as stated in 
Chapter 100, Section 10, R. S. 1954 which reads in part as 
follows: 


On or before the 1st day of April of each year, the owner 
or keeper of any dog 4 months old or over shall apply to the 
city or town clerk either orally or in writing for a license 
for each such dog owned or kept by him. Such application 
shall state the breed, sex, color and markings of such dogs 
and the name and address of the last previous owner. 


A fee of $1.15 shall be paid the city or town clerk for 
each license issued on male dogs, and a fee of $5.15 shall 
be paid for all female dogs capable of bearing young. All 
female dogs shall be considered capable of producing young 
unless a certificate issued by any licensed veterinarian or 
any previous license record, is presented from a licensed 
veterinarian stating that such female was made incapable 
of bearing young by spaying. When such certificate ac- 
companies the application, a fee of $1.15 shall then be 
paid on such spayed females. In addition to the amount 
paid for license and tags, each applicant shall pay the city 
or town clerk 25c for the recording and making a return 
to the commissioner of agriculture. 


Any person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog after 
the 1st day of April, not duly licensed as herein required 
shall, within 10 days after he becomes the owner or keeper 
of said dog, cause said dog to be described and licensed as 
provided above.

Dear Sir: 


For your 1965 municipal financial plans I respectfully 
call your attention to the benefits of white pine blister rust 
control. Control is important because white pine has long 
been a natural resource of great economic importance to 
Maine municipalities. Without blister rust control there 
would be little future pine resource with consequent effects 
on town valuations. The disease more seriously affects 
young stands, although pines of all ages are attacked. 


Municipal funds appropriated for this program are re- 
latively small for potential benefits. Such funds are ap- 
proximately matched by Federal-State funds for direct con- 
trol work. In over-all program costs, however, municipal 
funds amount to about 25% of the total. In addition con- 
trol programs are managed by State and Federal personnel. 


White pine blister rust lives alternately on white pine and 
on the various kinds of currant and gooseberry plants. 
Control is possible only through the elimination of the latter 
plants growing around white pine stands and is the method ~ 
carried out through the cooperative control program. 


Goal of the program is control of the disease in all com- 
mercial pine stands in the pine-growing sections of the 
state. The cooperative program to date has resulted in 
control on some 91% of these lands. It is strongly urged 
that the goal be fully attained and that your community 
support steps to benefit your future resources and valu- 
ations. 


The District Leader responsible for your area finds that 
3,760 acres of blister rust control area need attention in 
your town in 1965. Through Revised Statutes 1954, Chapter 
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36, Section 69 it is recommended that an appropriation of 
$400.00 be made by your municipality for this cooperative 
control work in 1965.

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REPORT OF THE SUPENINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the citizens of Burnham, I hereby submit my first annual 
report of your schools. 


Burnham schools opened in September, 1964 with the 
following enrollments: 


REYNOLDS CORNER 


Grade 1 2 3 4. Total 
19 16 11 17 63 


BURNHAM VILLAGE 


Grade 5 6 7 8 Total 
15 17 9 16 57 


The total number of pupils registered in both schools is 
120, which is six less than last year. 


Mr. Ernest Gauer was hired to teach grades 7 & 8 and 
act as Principal of the Burnham Village School. 


The Stanford Achievement tests were given to all children 
in grades two through eight to help in determining the 
acadamic level they have reached in the various school sub- 
jects. The Otis Mental Ability Tests were administered to 
grade two, five and eight. The mental ability tests help to 
determine the child’s capacity for learning school subjects. 


The following is a commentary on each part of our school 
budget as proposed for the fiscal year. 


INSTRUCTION 


We are sending many of our youngsters to M.C.l. at a 
cost of $600 per pupil this year. Our per pupil cost to ed- 
ucate our elementary school youngsters for the 1963-64 
school year was $171.36. I question seriously whether we 
can properly prepare our youngsters for a high caliber 
secondary education with low caliber expenditures on the 
elementary level. . 
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Realizing that the teacher is probably the most important 
element in providing a good learning situation for boys and 
girls, I feel that we must take some rather major steps in 
teachers salaries if we are to stand any show of getting and 
keeping quality teachers. 


In competing for teachers we are faced with the following 
facts: 


1. Graduates for the University of Maine and the State 
Teachers Colleges with no teaching experience get $4,400.00 
and $4,500.00 as a starting salary. 


Burnham teachers salaries for the 1964-65 school year 
are as follows: 


Ernest Gauer — $4100 (Includes $100 for Principal) 
Doris Cookson — $4012 

Frances Cookson — $4012 

Phyllis Wright — $4000 


2. The following is a comparison of average teacher 
salaries in town which are located near Burnham. M.S.A.D. 
No. 3 (Unity) $5396.00, Albion $4686.00, Benton $4575.00, 
Cannan $4440.00, Clinton $4431.00, Detroit $4200.00 and 
BURNHAM $4031.00. 


3. The following is a comparison of average teacher 
salaries of towns that are nearly the same size as Burnham 
and have the same ability to pay as Burnham: Leeds ~ 
$4863.00, Windsor $4550.00, Sullivan $4380.00 and BURN- 
HAM $4031.00. 


4. There are 110 towns in the State, of less than 1000 
population, not maintaining a high school but employing at 
lease three teachers. Of these 110 town, Burnham ranks 
91 in Average Salary. 


5. Of all towns maintaining an elementary school of 
from 101-200 pupils, the average per pupil expenditure for 
teachers salaries is $144.73 as compared to Burnham’s 
$121.69. (Maine School Statistics, January, 1964.) 
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All of these facts point to the urgent necessity of in- 
creasing teachers salaries in Burnham. 


Another consideration must be made of the size of our 
grades that are entering school. We have 35 youngsters in 
grades One and Two this year. This is a very poor situation 
mainly because these youngsters are not old enough to work 
independently. The amount of actual contact between 
teacher and pupil become very little in a classroom of 35 
children. The best solution to this problem would be to add 
a teacher and classroom to split this group in half. How- 
ever, this does not seem feasible at this time so I am re- 
commending the hiring of a teacher aid who would have no 
teaching responsibilities but who could supervise and help 
the many youngsters who are at their seats while the regu- 
lar classroom teacher concentrates on the instruction of 
small groups. I have included $1,000 in this years budget 
which would provide for this important service. 


We also must provide for substitute teachers during the 
year. Substitute teachers are paid $10 per day. 


A breakdown of the money recommended for the In- 
struction Account is as follows: 


To pay the remainder of this years contracts $9410.00 
To pay the recommended salaries from September 

to February (Next Year) 7430.00 
To hire a teacher aid 1000.00 
To pay substitute teachers - 60 days @ $10 600.00

This 
is due mainly to an increase of $4,871.00 in state aid and a 
balance of $1,063.41 to carry forward. 


In closing, I wish to thank all school employees, pupils, 
town officers and citizens who have been helpful during my 
first six months as your superintendent .

An audit has been completed of the financial records 
maintained by the Treasurer of the Town of Burnham 
School District for the fiscal year ended February 3, 1964.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Burnham 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended February 3, 
1964. The audit consisted of an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, and 
other municipal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unexpend- 
ed departmental balance lapsed amounted to $1,364.87, per 
the following summary:

The unallocated balance of the excise tax revenue and the 
overlay, less overdrafts in the incidental and welfare ac- 
counts were the major factors contributing to the amount 
lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS .. . . The general cash balance og $172.70 
was on deposit in the Federal Trust Company, Waterville, 
Maine, at February 3, 1964. The porcupine bounty fund of 
$5.50 was on hand. 


Accounts receivable of $362.37 were represented principal- 
ly by welfare expenditures due from the State of Maine 
and other municipalities. 
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Taxes receivable totaling $6,098.41 consisted for the most 
part of current year accounts of $5,948.87. The remaining 
balance of $150.04 was for unpaid taxes on the 1961 and 
1962 commitments. Tax liens and tax acquired property 
totaled $1,110.60 and $889.53 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES, AND SURPLUS .... The 
appropriation accounts showed an unexpended balance of 
$860.28, represented by various operating account balances 
which were carried forward to the ensuing year in accord- 
ance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $7,393.64, an 
increase of $3,130.37 for the year. The change was oc- 
casioned principally by the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed, the gain on sale of tax acquired property, 
and veterans’ tax exemption. 


TRUST FUNDS .. .  .. The trust fund principals 
totaled $6,048.95 and unexpended income amounted to 
$560.39. The funds are invested in a United States Govern- 
ment bond of $500.00 and in bank deposits of $6,109.34. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS . . . . The depart 
mental operating accounts showed an increase of $2,966.03 
in funds raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding 
year. Larger appropriations for highway and overlay ac- 
counts, and a smaller appropriation for education purposes 
were the major factors contributing to the increase. 


GENERAL ... . . The townspeople authorized the 
use of excise tax revenue for various operational purposes. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. . . . The following re- 
commendation is worthy of consideration: 


The selectmen’s general ledger should be posted cur- 
rently and a trial balance taken at least monthly. 
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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements furnished by the depositories or by bank confir- 
mation. Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to deter- 
mine the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls, and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with copies of receipts 
retained by the collector. Education account balances were 
reconciled with the records of the Superintendent of Schools. 
Surety-bond coverage was reviewed.

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Explanation of nine articles to be voted by Australian 
Ballot on Town Meeting day. 


(1) $3,000.00 for sanding. In past years $2,500.00 was 
appropriated for this about $500.00 from this amount for 
salt. In 1964 one thousand dollars was cut from the usual 
$2,900.00, but this left the Selectmen with only one choice 
— Sanding by the hour. Salt alone cost $710.57 and due 
to a hard winter with ice storms, we had an overdraft 
of $1,052.17. If the original $2,500.00 had been appropriated 
in 1964, the contractor would have been responsible for 
sanding all parts of all roads, when needed. The reason 
63,000.00 is asked for 1965, is for additional salt if season 
warrant. 


(2) $3,000.00 for Town roads and bridges. This recom- 
mended amount is $1,000.00 more than 1964, but $3,000.00 
was raised in 1963. Due to the condition of the Eelweir 
Bridge, the road commissioner recommends more for re- 
pairs. Maintenance of gravel roads costs money also. 


(3) $2,600.00 for Snow Removal. A new five year snow 
contract was agreed by the Three Selectmen and C. E. 
Cookson, contractor. This represents $130.00 per mile for 
34 miles, plus the usual special contract for town ways 
not partially paid by the State of Maine at $65.00 per mile. 
Contractor agrees by binding contract to have grader for 
winter use on snow. 


(4) 4,0000.00 for Tarring. This is $1,000.00 greater 
than previous years. The Mount Road recommendation is 
$500.00 for cleaning up the shoulders. Also the Garcelon 
road plus any other TRI road for another total of $500.00 
for the same. The other $3,000.00 would be expended for 
additional new Town Road improvement construction and 
(or) mulching or sealing or repairs on tarred roads. 


(5) $400.00 for White Pine blister rust control for local 
work. This amount is recommended for 1965 with an addi- 
tional total amount of $400.00 from the State and Fed-

it is a great pleasure that we submit this annual report, 
ninty-first written, for the taxpayers and citizens of Burn- 
ham. 


Our Town books closed on February Ist with a Treasurer 
balance of $1,348.72 greater than ayear ago. 


Necessary Town Hall repairs are nearly completed so 
that further meetings may be held there after January 1966. 


The year 1966 will be a welcome one for the taxpayers 
of Burnham. Construction of a bulk feed plant near the 
Maine Central Railroad tracks on the wharf, and, further 
expansion of the Burnham Mfg. Company plant on Railroad 
Street shows that business concerns have faith in our Town 
and in the Town officials themselves. It is not our inten- 
tions to overtax any business that locates here, but at the 
same time we are in hopes of a lower tax rate, and hence- 
forth give the taxpayers a much deserved break. 


A South Portland concern tarred the Mount Road during 
the summer. We held up payment three times until the 
situation was somewhat rectified. 


Overdrafts are noted in two accounts. Namely (1) the 
Mother’s Aid to Dependent Children account which fiuctu- 
ates from year to year, overdraft $138.20. It is doubtful 
if any appropriation less than $1,500.00, will be enough to 
pay the State Treasurer on the Town’s share. (2) the 
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Abatements & Discounts accounts has overdraft of $177.33, 
but considering that out of the $600.00 appropriation, 
$558.53 was used for the 2% discount on taxes paid within 
thirty days of tax bill, this alone speaks for itself. 


The State of Maine article on the White Pine Blister Rust 
if $400.00 is raised this should end the work needed for a 
period of approximately eight years. 


As more additional donated Commodities are being offer- 
ed, including raisins for the month of March, we are of the 
opinion that more money should be taken from Excise Tax 
for this article, hence, we believe that $250.00 additional is 
needed to better the program. 


Some Citizens are of the opinion that the First Selectman 
has more power than the other Selectmen. All three have 
equal power, and therefore anyone should realize this.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES IN BURNHAM IN THE YEAR OF 1965 


The public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, provided public health 
nursing services to the town of Burnham during the year 
1965. A summary of these services is presented as follows: 


The nurse organized and managed with the help of local 
volunteers nine child health conferences. Medical exami- 
nations and the necessary immunizations against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus, polio and smallpox were offered 
to infants and preschool age children by Edmund N. Ervin, 
M. D. Health teaching and counseling were offered to 
parents by both physician and nurse. 


The medical examination of pupils in grades two, five 
and seven were given by Edmund N. Ervin, M.D. Urine 
tests for the detection of albumin and sugar were done by 
the nurse as a part of the health examination. Pupils with 
apparent medical problems were referred to their family 
physician for further evaluation. The result of the medical 
appraisal of each pupil was recorded on the official school 
health record by the nurse. 


The public health nurse with the help of local volunteers, 
organized, managed, and assisted with tuberculosis skin 
testing of pupils in grades one and seven. The tests were 
administered and read by Edmund N. Ervin, M.D., and re- 
corded on the school health record of each pupil by the 
nurse. No children showed a reaction to the test. 


An individual hearing test with a puretone audiometer 
was conducted by the nurse, with all pupils in grade one, 
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plus other pupils referred by the teachers. The results of 
the testing were recorded on the hea!th record of each pupil. 
Children who showed an apparent hearing difficulty were 
referred to their family physician for further evaluation. 


A measle clinic was organized and conducted by the nurse 
with the assistance of local volunteers. Measle vaccine was 
administered to children ages one through five by Edmund 
N. Ervin, M.D. 


The nurse visited the homes of persons of all ages when 
requested by a physician, patient or family, town official, 
school personnel, social or welfare agencies, to offer health 
supervision, demonstrate, and give nursing care. 


The public health nurse served as a liaison to other di- 
visions in the Department of Health and Welfare, and other 
agencies and assisted families to obtain help with special 
health problems. 

Planning and acting to meet health needs in the com- 
munity has been shared with other workers in the fields of 
health, education, and welfare, as well as with citizen 
groups. 


The public health nurse extends her sincere appreciation 
to the volunteers in Burnham who gave time and service 
during the health activities. re

Dear Sir: 


For your 1966municipal financial plans I respectfully call 
your attention to the benefits of white pine blister rust 
control. Control is important because white pine has long 
been a natural resource of great economic importance to 
Maine municipalities. Without blister rust control there 
would be little future pine resource with consequent effects 
on town valuations. The disease more seriously affects 
young stands, although pines of all ages are attacked. 


Municipal funds appropriated for this program are rela- 
tively small for potential benefits. Such funds are approxi- 
maiely matched by Federal-State funds for direct control 
work. In over-all program costs, however, municipal funds 
amount to about 25% of the total. In addition control pro- 
grams are managed by State and Federal personnel. 


White pine blister rust lives alternately on white pine and 
on the various kinds of currant and gooseberry plant. Con- 
trol is possible only through the elimination of the latter 
plants growing around white pine stands and is the method 
carried out through the cooperative control program. 


Goal of the program is control of the disease in all com- 
merical pine stands in the pine-growing sections of the state. 
The cooperative program to date has resulted in control on 
some 91% of these lands. It is strongly urged that the goal 
be fully attained and that your community support steps to 
benefit your future resources and valuations. 


The District Leader responsible for your area finds that 
1,745 acres of blister rust control area need attention in your 
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town in 1966. Through Title 12, MRSA 1964, Section 1103 
it is recommended that an appropriation of $400.00 be made 
by your municipality for this cooperative control work in 
1966.

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FIRE LAWS 


To inhabitants of town of Burnham. 


Your attention is called to new and revised laws enacted 
by the 102nd Legislature. 


Due to limited space only those that will affect most of 
you are being summarized at this time. The Title, Chapter 
and Section numbers are being given but exact wording has 
been substituted by a general meaning of these laws. 

Title 12, Chapter 215, Sub-Chapter 5, Section 1355 


This law states that any town allowing dumping to con- 
tiue on town dumps closed by the State because they do not 
meet clearance regulations will lose the town’s right to State 
reimbursement of 14 the costs of control of any escape fire 
from this dump during time of closure. This is up to 1% 
of state’s valuation of town. 


Title 12, Chapter 215, Sub-Chapter, 7 Section 1456-A. 


This states no equipment for producing power shall be 
operated in or near woodlands without approval spark ar- 
resters of mufflers. This applies to chain saws, tractors, 
either manufactured or home-made, or other equipment. 


Title 12, Chapter 215, Sub-Chapter 11, Section 1653 . 


Any person who willfully or negligently causes a fire 
which burns forest, brush, grass or other lands or who fails 
to take proper action to control a fire on his own land shalll 
be liable to the state or town for up to $500.00 of the sup- 
pression costs. 


Title 25, Chapter 317, Section 2436-A. 


This sets up control of debris burning when the ground is 
not covered withsnow. Debris may be burned out of doors 
only between the hours of 5:00 P.M. and 12:00 midnight 
unless you have an approved incinerator or a special burn- 
ing permit from your Town Warden or Fire Chief. Incin- 
erator approval may be obtained from Lloyd E. Hunt or 
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Lyle Chadwick. To meet approval incinerators must be 
tight containers with 1” holes for draft not more than a foot 
from bottom of container. Top must be tightly covered 
while burning with mesh or equivalent with holes 14” or 
smaller. Incinerator is to be set in center of circle 10 ft. 
in diameter cleared to mineral soil. Pressurized cans shall 
not be burned and fire shall not be left unattended. 


NOTE: This law applies only to debris burning. Permits 
for burning slash, brush, blueberry land or fields of dry 
grass must be obtained for any time of day. 


Questions on these laws may be answered by your Town 
Forest Fire Warden, Fire Chief or at the nearest Forest 
Ranger Station. 


SUGGESTION: HAUL, OR HAVE HAULED, DEBRIS 
TO TOWN DUMP. Old automobiles and animal refuse ex- 
empted. 


SLASH DEFINED: Slash is defined as branches, bark, tops, 
chunks, cull logs, uprooted stumps and broken or uprotted 
trees and shrubs left on ground as a result of logging, right 
of way construction or maintenance and land clearance. 


DEBRIS is any manufactured product, household rubbish, 
hay or other vegetative accumulations or materials not in- | 
cluded under slash.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF BURNHAM 
February 4, 1964 to February 1, 1965 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Burnham 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended February 1, 
1965. The audit consisted of an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and 
other municipal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed amounted to $3,427.34, per the 
following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $5,790.42 
Overdrafts 2,363.08 
Net Unexpended Balance $3,427.34 


The unallocated balance of the excise tax revenue and the 
overlay, less overdrafts in the sanding and miscellaneous 
accounts were the major factors contributing to the amount 
lapsed to surplus. 

* ok * * 
The following comments pertain to the accompanying fi- 
nancial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS .. . . The general cash balance of $2,173.78 
was on deposit in the Federal Trust Company, Waterville, 
Maine at February 1, 1965. The porcupine bounty fund of 
$21.50 was on hand. 


Accounts receivable of $141.51 represented principally ex- 
penditures made for State and other municipalities welfare 
cases. 


Taxes receivable totaling $8,386.81 consisted for the most 
part of current year accounts of $8,082.95. The remaining 
balance of $303.86 was for unpaid taxes on the 1962 and 
1863 commitments. Tax liens and tax acquired property 
totaled $1,820.69 and $1,169.27 respectively. 
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LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .... The 
appropriation accounts showed an unexpended balance of 
$2,408.29 representing various operating account balances 
which were carried forward to the ensuing year in accord- 
ance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $10,800.94, an 
increase of $3,407.30 for the year. The change was oc- 
casioned principally by the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed. 


TRUST FUNDS .. ... The trust fund principals totaled 
$6,048.95 and unexpended income amounted to $605.95. The 
funds are invested in a United States government bond of 
$500.00 and in bank deposits of $6,154.90. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .... The departmental 
operating accounts showed an increase of $5,864.27 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. 
A larger appropriation for the education accounts and a 
smaller appropriation for highway accounts were the major 
factors contributing to the increase. 


GENERAL .. .. The townspeople authorized the use 
of excise tax revenue for various current operations. 


RECOMMENDATIONS .. . . The following recom- 
mendations are werthy of consideration: 


The tax collector should deposit excise tax collections 
with the treasurer monthly in accordance with statu- 


tory provisions. 


A trial balance of the selectmen’s general ledger should 
be taken at least monthly. 


SCOPE oF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
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cern. Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depositories or bank confirmation. 
Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the 
correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls, and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were checked with copies of receipts 
retained by the collector. Education account balances were 
reconciled with the records of the Superintendent of Schools. 
Surety bond coverage was reviewed.

OWNERS PROHIBITED TO ALLOW 
DOGS TO ROAM IN DEER AREAS 


Dog owners are reminded by the Maine Fish and Game 
Department, that it is now unlawful for dogs to roam at 
large in areas frequented by deer. 


A December 1 to June 30 ban on dogs is in effect this year 
for the first time, being extended from the former February- 
April ban by the 102nd Legislature. 


The law was designed to protect deer through winter 
months when escape from dogs is often hindered by deep 
snow or slippery footing. Each year, a number of deer are 
killed and others subject to unnecessary harassment by dogs 
which are allowed to roam unattended. 


Although game wardens are authorized by Maine law to 
destroy any deer-chasing dog, they prefer to see the pet 
kept under control by its owner. The chase is natural in- 
stinct for a dog, and many owners are unaware that their 
household pets may be vicious, deer-chasers. 


The owner of any dog found in a deer area between 
December 1 and June 30 is subject to a fine of up to $50. 
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Dog Law 


All owners or keepers of dogs in the Town of Fairfield 
are hereby reminded of their responsibility as stated in 
Section 3451 of Title M.R.S. which is somewhat changed 
from the previous law and reads in part as follows: 


On or before the first day of January of each year, the 
owner or keeper of any dog four (4) months old or over 
shall apply to the city or town clerk either orally or in writ- 
ing for a license for each such dog owned or kept by him. 
Such application shall state the breed, sex or color and 
markings of such dogs and the name and address of the last 
previous owner. 


When such certificate accompanies the application, a fee 
of $1.00 shall then be paid on such spayed females. In ad- 
dition to the amount paid for license and tag, each applicant 
shall pay the city or town clerk 50 cents for recording and 
making a return to the Commissioner of Agriculture, except 
that a license and tag shall be issued by the City or town 
clerk, upon application, for any trained guide dog owned or 
kept by a blind person without payment of any fee required 
under this section. 

Any person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog after 
the first day of January, not duly licensed as required, shall, 
within 10 days after he becomes the owner or keeper of said 
dog, cause said dog to be described and licensed as provided.

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Selectmen’s Report 


In submitting this annual town report we have en- 
deavored to present a summary of all the accounts and 
the financial condition of the Town of Burnham for the 
fiscal year ending February 1, 1967. 


The town books closed with a treasurer’s balance 
of $873.02. 


Our unappropriated surplus (general fund) showed 
a substantial increase from last year. 


In road construction our biennial state funds were 
used to rebuild the road from the Horseback to the 
Detroit Town Line. The old bridge was replaced with 
large culverts. This greatly improved a rough and 
dangerous’ section of road. 


Town Road Improvement money for 1966 gave us a 
good start on the Morgan Road, which should be com- 
pleted in two or three more years. 


\ 


State Aid Road matching funds extended construc- 
tion of the Winnecook (Mill City) Road nearer to 
Burnham village. 


We feel that donated commodities are needed by 
some of our large families and other citizens with low 
income. This program should be continued as long as 
the surplus foods are available. 


Several accounts showed overdrafts totaling $1,619- 
.42 at the closing of the books. This amount was not 
excessive in comparison to preceding years, as per 
Auditors reports. However, we feel that every effort 
should be made by town officials to keep the expendi- 
tures of each account within the amount available. 
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The cost of the 1966 audit, $722.46, was excessive 
due to irregularities discovered in several welfare ac- 
counts. This required a more intensive examination of 
most records. 


All town records are property of the Town of Burn- 
ham and must be retained for a period of years. These 
records should be available at all times for the benefit 
of any citizen and/or taxpayer of the town.

To the Citizens of the Town of Burnham: : 


This is my annual report of the Burnham Fire Dept. 


During the year some more work was done on the 
fire house. Some siding was put on and it was painted. 
A bell was installed on the station to let us know when 
the heat goes down below a certain temperature. 


We obtained more 114 inch hose, two more 20 pound 
fire extinguishers and have also ordered two two-way 
radios to go into the fire trucks, which in turn will 
make it possible for us to have better communications 
in going to in-town fires, also with outside fire depart- 
ments. We also bought a new portable pump and had 
the old one completely overhauled. 


Part of the fires which we were called out to were: 
Automobile 4; grass 6; house 2; Burnham Mfg. Co. 3; 
Maine Central Railroad 2; sawmills 1; chicken houses 
1; chimney 1; miscellaneous 3. 


Plans for the coming year are (1) to try to get 
different system to alert the firemen to go to a fire, 
and (2) to try to refinish the inside of the fire station 
so as to make it warmer, whereby we will be able to 
cut down on the fuel and light bills. 


At this time I wish to thank the members of the 
Fire Department and also the townspeople in making 
the Fire Department grow and be more _ successful 
each year.

Individual hearing tests with the Puretone audio- 
meter were conducted with pupils by trained volun- 
teers under the supervision of the public health nurse. 

The public 
health nurse retested those who showed an apparent 
hearing difficulty and parents were visited to plan for 
further evaluation. 


Your public health nurse assisted with the tuber- 
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culin skin testing program‘in grades one and seven. 
The tests were administered and read by John P. Dow, 
M. D. A total of thirty-one tests were given. 


School registration for all children entering school 
in the fall was held in May. Your public health nurse 
participated by interviewing the parents to obtain 
health history on each child, which the public health 
nurse recorded on the child’s school health record. A 
total of twenty-two children registered. 


The public health nurse extends her sincere ap- 
preciation to the volunteers in Burnham’ who gave 
time and service during the health activities.

An audit has been completed of the financial records 
of the Town of Burnham for the fiscal year ended 
February 1, 1966. The audit consisted of an examina- 
tion of the records maintained by the Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Tax Collector and other municipal officials. 
During the course of the examination of expenditures 
extraordinary and unusual cash disbursements were 
noted. These items appeared as “general fund trans- 
actions to be reimbursed” and ‘sale of wood for other 
municipalities welfare recipients,’ the majority of 
which were made payable to John B. Sanborn, First 
Selectmen. 


Mr. Sanborn received $835.00 from August 1, 1963 to 
January 5, 1966. These payments, as listed on Exhibit 
F, were for payments charged to the general fund and 
wood for other municipalities welfare recipients. 

Mr. Sanborn has made the following payments to the 
town treasurer:

The examination also disclosed that payments to Adain 
Henry totaled $250.00 as shown on Exhibit G, are open 
to question and have been set up as accounts receiv- 
able.

The operations for the year showed that the net unex- 
pended departmental balance lapsed amounted to 
$3,681.47, per the following summary:

The unallocated balance of excise tax revenue, overlay, 
and supplemental taxes were the principal factors 
contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS .... The cash balance of $3,354.90 was on 
deposit in the Federal Trust Company, Waterville, 
Maine February 1, 1966. The porcupine bounty fund 
of $29.50 was on hand. 


Accounts receivable of $1,498.38 represented princi- 
pally amounts due from John B. Sanborn, Adain Henry 
and other municipalities for welfare cases. 

Taxes receivable totaling $11,235.42 consisted for the 
most part of current year accounts of $10,584.06. The 
remaining balance of $651.36 was for prior years ac- 
counts dating from 1962. Tax liens and tax acquired 
property amounted to $2,297.85 and $1,077.78 respec- 
tively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .... 
The departmental operating accounts showed an un- 
expended balance of $4,607.67 which was carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal re- 
quirements and/or customary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $14,794.69, 
an increase of $3,993.75 for the year. The change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended depart-

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mental balance lapsed, amounts due from individuals, 
and the State reimbursement for. veterans’ tax exemp- 
tions, less transfers to various operating accounts. 


TRUST FUNDS ... .. Trust fund principals totaled 
$6,348.95 and unexpended income: amounted to $645.38. 
The funds are invested in a United States Government 
Bond of $500.00 and in bank deposits of $6,494.28. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS . . The departmen- 
tal operating accounts showed an incr ease of $4,015.00 
in funds raised by taxation as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. Larger appropriations for the highway 
accounts were the major factors contributing to the 
increase. 


The departmental balance carried forward to the en- 
suing year increased by $2,199.38, as compared with 
the balance at the start of the year. The change oc- 


curred principally in the education accounts. 


GENERAL . The use of excise tax revenue and 
transfers from ‘surplus to various operating accounts 
were authorized by the voters. 


With reference to appropriations for fire departments, 
the townspeople at the 1965 annual town meeting 
voted: “‘to raise and appropriated $500.00 for the 
Burnham Volunteer Fire Department.” 


Title 30, Section 5102, Subsection 4A, Maine Revised 
Statutes Annotated of 1964 provides in part that a 
municipality may raise and appropriate money for 
supporting an incorporated volunteer fire department 
and that when a sum not in excess of $500.00 has been 
appropriated the municipality may pay the amount to 
the treasurer of the department. 


The records of the Secretary of State do not indicate 
that the Burnham Volunteer Fire Department is in- 
corporated. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS ..... The following recom- 
mendations are worthy of consideration: 


The tax collector should deposit excise tax collec- 
tions with the treasurer monthly in accordance 
with statutory provisions. 

The tax collector should secure all unpaid real es- 
tate taxes in accordance with statutory provisions. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Count of cash was made and records 
checked to determine the accuracy of recorded cash 
transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements furnished by the depositories and/or by 
bank confirmation. Mail verifications were utilized, on 
a test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, pay- 
rolls and canceled checks were examined for a selective 
period. 


Excise tax collections were checked with copies of re- 
ceipts retained by the collector. Education account 
balances were compared with a report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Surety bond coverage was reviewed.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES IN BURNHAM IN THE YEAR OF 1968 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of 
the Division of Public Health Nursing, submits her re- 
port of nursing services given to individuals, family 
and community groups in Burnham, during the year 
1968. Referrals for these services were received from 
individuals, families, physicians, school personnel, 
health committee members and various other sources. 
The types of health problems varied; the services pro- 
vided, therefore, varied in accordance to the need for 
them. They included nursing care of the sick and han- 
dicapped patients, health supervision and in some in- 
stances, consultation. 


A total of 318 direct visits were made to persons in 
their homes. Fifty-nine conferences were held with 
physicians, school personnel, town officials, social werk- 
ers and health committee members in behalf of indiv- 
idual patients or health programs. 


Your nurse planned child health conferences with 
the ‘assistance of your health committee. Nine child 
health conferences were held. Infants and pre-school 
age children not under the supervision of a private 
physician were invited to attend. Each child was offer- 
ed a physical examination and necessary immunization 
by Edmund Ervin, M. D. The nurse discussed the 
child’s health with the parents. 


Your nurse gave consultation to school personnel, 
regarding individual students. She assisted in the plan- 
ning and management of the school health program, 
which includes visual and auditory testing of all stu- 
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dents, tuberculin skin testing in selected grades and 
immunization clinics. John Dow, M. D., gave all neces- 
sary immunizations. Medical examinations of pupils 
were conducted by a physician of the parent’s choice in 
the physician’s office with the parent in attendance. 


Your nurse assisted patients and families to carry 
on the regime of care prescribed by their physician. 


All immunizations given in the various programs are 
summarized as follows:

At the annual town meeting held in 1967 the towns- 
people affirmatively voted “to authorize the Selectmen 
to transfer from unexpended balances of the current 
year any amounts necessary to cover overdrafts which 
occur during the fiscal year 1967.

It will be noted on Exhibit C that in the absence of 
authorized transfers various departmental account bal- 
ances and overdrafts have been carried to surplus.

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Foreword and Notes 


In issuing this years report we intend to give you, 
the taxpayers of Burnham, a fair, clear and concise re- 
port of the status of the towns finances for the year 
ending February 2nd 1970. Hopefully we will clarify, 
in this foreword, some points of interest which dry 
money statistics really don’t explain. Let us take them 
in roughly the order in which they will appear in this 
report. 


TOWN OFFICER’S SALARIES: We feel that these 
are badly in need of adjustment. In the past ten years 
some have tripled, some doubled and some remained 
the same. In view of the distribution of responsibilities, 
work load, and sheer time put into the job, the dispar- 
ities in salary are becoming so bad that in the near fu- 
ture it will prove very difficult to fill some of the posi- 
tions. 


SURPLUS: This account should be allowed to grow 
a bit instead of appropriating heavily from it annual- 
ly. There are two reasons for this. First, this ‘Surplus’ 
is not really available as most people seem to assume. 
Most of it is in the form of taxes unpaid at the time 
the books close, tax liens, etc. It is not ready cash. 
Drawing heavily on it reduces the actual cash available 
to such an extent that heavy borrowing may become 
necessary to meet the first payment of the School Dis- 
trict Assessment. (Very frankly, your 1st Selectman, 
through inexperience, erred in not getting the tax com- 
mitment out earlier in 1969 thus causing more borrow- 
ing). Second, there are presently plans being drawn up 
for the construction of a new bridge to replace the old 
_Eelweir bridge. When these plans become reality the 
town will need a large reserve in Surplus to cover its 
share of the expense. If we do not have sufficient re- 
serve money in Surplus to cover at least a majority of 
the cost some very expensive long-term borrowing will 
become necessary. 
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HIGHWAYS: Each year you the taxpayers wish for, 
ask for and in some cases demand more and better 
highways and highway maintenance. Each year costs 
for labor and machine hire increase slightly. Each year 
you would like to raise the same am7unt (or less) of 
money for highways. These three tendencies are head- 
ing for a collision in that you simply cannot get more 
and better highways and more expensive highways for 
the same amount of money. You have a choice, increase 
the funds slightly to keep up with costs or get slightly 
less highway construction and maintenance each year. 


TOWN POOR: This is a real controversial item. 
While this year’s expenditures have been held down 
to about $1,000 less than in 1968 the account is still 
greatly overdrawn. Nearly $1,000 of the total expendi- 
tures went for prescription drugs for nursing home 
patients. This cost will be relieved in some few cases 
by the new Medicaid Program. Another major source 
of expense is hospital care for the poor. This used to 
be covered by the State’s “Hospital Aid” program but 
with the advent of Medicare the State Aid program 
ceased to exist. This leaves many families, who are not 
eligible for Medicare, denendent upon the town for ma- 
jor medical expenses which are beyond their means. 
Nearly $900 was spent for this in 1969 and we were 
lucky. One really major hospitalization of a town poor 
recipient could make the Town Poor account resemble 
the School District Assessment. 


SURPLUS COMMODITIES: $446 was spent in 1969 
on surplus commodities. This is up about 25% from 
1968 but we consider it a bargain. An average of about 
75 persons in town received this food monthly, some 
of them poor persons, others retired on very low in- 
come, but all of them in a position to use and appre- 
ciate this food. To not receive it would deprive many 
people, both young and old, and/or add greatly to the 
Town Poor Account. 
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S. A. D. No. 53 ASSESSMET: This item is the major 
cause of the sharp increase .in your 1969 tax bill. To 
be more specific, of every $100 you paid in taxes $70 
went to pay for education. About the only thing we 
can say about this is to ask each and every parent of 
school-age children to do everything in his or her pow- 
er to see that the children take advantage of the edu- 
cational opportunity being presented. Assist the chil- 
dren, encourage them, push them, do anything — but 
educate them. It is every parents responsibility and to 
fail it is to condemn the children to a future of low- 
income employment, social and economic dependence on 
society and quite possibly to a life of comparative pov- 
erty. We are all paying for the schools, let’s all get our 
money’s worth out of them. 


Thank you for taking the time to read this far, and 
may we also add our thanks to all the other town offici- 
als and to those interested citizens who helped to make 
this another successful year of town government.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services 
In Burnham in the year of 1969 


Public health nursing is recognized as an area of 
professional nursing that functions as a part of the 
total community health program. Your public health 
nurse, a member of the staff of the Division of Public 
Health Nursing, participated in this program in your 
community by direct nursing service, health supervi- 
sion, rehabilitative nursing, teaching and consultation. 
Services varied in accordance to the type of health 
need, with follow-up and solution of the problem as 
the ultimate goals. 


A total of 249 direct visits were made to persons 
in their homes. Sixty-seven conferences were held 
with physicians, school personnel, town officials, social 
workers and health committee members in behalf of 
individual patients or health programs. \ 


Nine child health conferences, for health super- 
vision of children, were held. Infants and pre-school 
children not under the supervision of a private physi- 
cian were invited to attend. Each child was offered 
medical appraisal and necessary immunization by Ed- 
mund Ervin. M. D. The nurse discussed the child’s 
health with the parents. 


Your nurse gave consultation to school personnel 
regarding individual students. She assisted in the 
planning and management of the school health pro- 
gram, which included visual and auditory testing of 
all students, tuberculin testing in selected grades and 
immunization clinics. John Dow, M. D. gave all necess- 
ary immunizations. Medical examination of pupils of 
selected grades were conducted by a physician of the 
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parent’ s choice in the physician’s office with the par- 
ent in attendance.
